Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representa-1

tives of the United States of America in Congress assembled, 2

SEC. 101. SHORT TITLE. 2

This title may be cited as the ‘‘Welfare Reform Res-3

toration Act’’. 4
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SEC. 102. ELIMINATION OF TEMPORARY MODIFICATION OF 1

THE CASELOAD REDUCTION CREDIT. 2

(a) IN GENERAL.—Section 407(b)(3)(A)(i) of the So-3

cial Security Act (42 U.S.C. 607(b)(3)(A)(i)) is amended 4

by striking ‘‘(or if the immediately preceding fiscal year 5

is fiscal year 2008, 2009, or 2010, then, at State option, 6

during the emergency fund base year of the State with 7

respect to the average monthly assistance caseload of the 8

State (within the meaning of section 403(c)(9)), except 9

that, if a State elects such option for fiscal year 2008, 10

the emergency fund base year of the State with respect 11

to such caseload shall be fiscal year 2007))’’. 12

(b) CONFORMING AMENDMENTS.—Section 2101 of 13

the American Recovery and Reinvestment Act of 2009 14

(123 Stat. 448–449; Public Law 111–5) is amended—15

(1) in subsection (a)(2), by striking ‘‘, except 16

that paragraph (9) of such subsection shall remain 17

in effect until October 1, 2011, but only with respect 18

to section 407(b)(3)(A)(i) of such Act’’; and 19

(2) by striking subsection (d)(2). 20

SEC. 103. REDUCTION IN FUNDING OF STATE FAMILY AS-21

SISTANCE GRANTS. 22

Section 403(a)(1)(C) of the Social Security Act (42 23

U.S.C. 603(a)(1)(C)) is amended by striking ‘‘2003 24

$16,566,542,000’’ and inserting ‘‘2011 and each suc-25
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ceeding fiscal year $15,566,042,000, notwithstanding any 1

other provision of law’’. 2

SEC. 201. RESTORATION OF ACT SHORT TITLE AND REF-6

ERENCES TO THE FOOD STAMP PROGRAM. 7

Effective on the date of the enactment of this Act, 8

the Food and Nutrition Act of 2008 (7 U.S.C. 2011 et 9

seq.), and each provision of law amended by section 4001 10

or 4002 of the Food, Conservation, and Energy Act of 11

2008 (Public Law 110–246; 122 Stat. 1651), are restored 12

as if sections 4001 and 4002 of the Food, Conservation, 13

and Energy Act of 2008 had not been enacted. 14

SEC. 202. AMENDMENTS. 15

(a) DECLARATION OF POLICY.—Section 2 of the 16

Food and Nutrition Act of 2008 (7 U.S.C. 2011) is 17

amended by adding at the end the following: 18

‘‘Congress further finds that it should also be the goal 19

of the food stamp program to increase employment, to en-20

courage healthy marriage, and to promote prosperous self-21

sufficiency which shall mean the ability of households to 22

maintain an income above the poverty level without Gov-23

ernment services and benefits.’’. 24
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(b) DEFINITIONS.—Section 3 of the Food and Nutri-1

tion Act of 2008 (7 U.S.C. 2012) is amended by adding 2

at the end the following: 3

‘‘(w) ABLE-BODIED, WORK-ELIGIBLE ADULT.—The 4

term ‘able-bodied, work-eligible adult’ means an individual 5

who—6

‘‘(1) is more than 18, and less than 63, years 7

of age; 8

‘‘(2) is not physically or mentally incapable of 9

work; and 10

‘‘(3) is not the full-time caretaker of a disabled 11

adult dependent. 12

‘‘(x) PHYSICALLY OR MENTALLY INCAPABLE OF 13

WORK.—The term ‘physically or mentally incapable of 14

work’ shall mean an individual—15

‘‘(1) who currently receives benefits from the 16

Supplemental Security Income program or another 17

program that provides recurring benefits to individ-18

uals because the individual is disabled and unable to 19

work; or 20

‘‘(2) who has been medically certified as phys-21

ically or mentally incapable of work and who has a 22

credible pending application for enrollment in the 23

Supplemental Security Income program or another 24

program that provides recurring benefits to individ-25
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uals because the individual is disabled and unable to 1

work. 2

‘‘(y) FAMILY WITH DEPENDENT CHILDREN.—The 3

term ‘family with dependent children’ means a unit con-4

sisting of a family head, one or more dependent children, 5

and in some cases, the married spouse of the family head, 6

all of whom share meals and reside within a single house-7

hold. There may be more than one family with dependent 8

children within a single household. 9

‘‘(z) FAMILY HEAD.—The term ‘family head’ 10

means—11

‘‘(1) a biological parent who is lawfully present 12

in the United States and resides within a household 13

with one or more dependent children who are bio-14

logical offspring; or 15

‘‘(2) in the absence of a biological parent, a 16

step parent, guardian, or adult relative who resides 17

with and provides care to the child or the children 18

and is lawfully present in the United States. 19

‘‘(aa) FAMILY UNIT.—The term ‘family unit’ 20

means—21

‘‘(1) an adult residing without dependent chil-22

dren; 23

‘‘(2) a single-headed family with dependent chil-24

dren; or 25
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‘‘(3) a married couple family with dependent 1

children. 2

‘‘(bb) MARRIED COUPLE FAMILY WITH DEPENDENT 3

CHILDREN.—The term ‘married couple family with de-4

pendent children’ means a family with dependent children 5

which has both a family head and the married spouse of 6

the family head residing with the family. 7

‘‘(cc) MARRIED SPOUSE OF THE FAMILY HEAD.—8

The term ‘married spouse of the family head’ means the 9

lawfully married spouse of the family head who resides 10

with the family head and dependent children and is law-11

fully present in the United States. 12

‘‘(dd) MEMBER OF A FAMILY.—The term ‘member 13

of a family’ means the family head, married spouse if 14

present, and all dependent children within a family with 15

dependent children 16

‘‘(ee) MONTHLY POTENTIAL WORK ACTIVATION 17

POPULATION.—The term ‘monthly potential work activa-18

tion population’ means the sum of—19

‘‘(1) all able bodied work eligible individuals 20

without dependents who have received food stamp 21

benefits and who have maintained less than 60 22

hours of paid employment during a month; 23

‘‘(2) all work eligible single-headed families with 24

dependent children which have received food stamp 25
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benefits during the month and have maintained less 1

than 120 hours of paid employment by the family 2

head during the month; and 3

‘‘(3) all work eligible married couples with de-4

pendent children which have received food stamp 5

benefits during the month and have maintained less 6

than 120 combined hours of paid employment be-7

tween the family head and the married spouse, 8

summed together and counted jointly, during the 9

month. 10

‘‘(ff) MONTHLY WORK ACTIVATION PARTICI-11

PANTS.—The term ‘monthly work activation participants’ 12

means the sum of—13

‘‘(1) all able bodied work eligible individuals 14

without dependents who have received food stamp 15

benefits and who have maintained—16

‘‘(A) less than 60 hours of paid employ-17

ment during a month; and 18

‘‘(B) more than 60 hours of combined paid 19

employment and work activation activity during 20

the month; 21

‘‘(2) all work eligible single-headed families with 22

dependent children which have received food stamp 23

benefits during the month and contain a family head 24

who has maintained—25
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‘‘(A) less than 120 hours of paid employ-1

ment during the month; and 2

‘‘(B) (B} more than 120 hours of com-3

bined paid employment and work activation ac-4

tivity during the month; and 5

‘‘(3) all work eligible married couples with de-6

pendent children which have received food stamp 7

benefits during the month, and have maintained—8

‘‘(A) less than 120 combined hours of paid 9

employment between the family head and the 10

spouse, summed together and counted jointly, 11

during the month; and 12

‘‘(B) more than 120 hours of combined 13

paid employment and work activation activity 14

between the family head and the married 15

spouse, summed together and counted jointly, 16

during the month. 17

‘‘(gg) SINGLE-HEADED FAMILY WITH DEPENDENT 18

CHILDREN.—The term ‘single-headed family with depend-19

ent children’ means a family with dependent children 20

which contains a family head residing with the family but 21

does not have a married spouse of the family head residing 22

with the family 23
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‘‘(hh) SUPERVISED JOB SEARCH.—The term ‘super-1

vised job search’ means a job search program which has 2

the following characteristics: 3

‘‘(1) The job search occurs at an official loca-4

tion where the recipient’s presence and activity can 5

be directly observed, supervised, and monitored. 6

‘‘(2) The recipient’s entry, time on site, and 7

exit from the official job search location are recorded 8

in a manner which prevents fraud. 9

‘‘(3) The recipient is expected to remain and 10

undertake job search activities at the job search cen-11

ter except for brief, authorized departures for speci-12

fied off-site interviews. 13

‘‘(4) The amount of time the recipient is ob-14

served and monitored engaging in job search at the 15

official location is recorded for purposes of compli-16

ance with section 29. 17

‘‘(ii) WORK ACTIVATION.—The term ‘work activa-18

tion’ means—19

‘‘(1) supervised job search; 20

‘‘(2) community service activities; 21

‘‘(3) education and job training for individuals 22

who are family heads or married spouses of family 23

heads; 24

‘‘(4) workfare under section 20; or 25
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‘‘(5) drug or alcohol treatment. 1

‘‘(jj) WORK ACTIVATION RATIO.—The term ‘work ac-2

tivation ratio’ means the number of work activation par-3

ticipants in a given month divided by the potential work 4

activation population for the same month. 5

‘‘(k) WORK ACTIVITIES.—The term ‘work activities’ 6

means paid employment, work activation, or a combination 7

of both paid employment and work activation. 8

‘‘(ll) WORK ELIGIBLE FAMILY UNIT.—The term 9

‘work eligible family unit’ means—10

‘‘(1) an able-bodied, work eligible adult without 11

dependent children; 12

‘‘(2) a work eligible single-headed family with 13

dependent children; or 14

‘‘(3) a work eligible married couple family with 15

dependent children. 16

‘‘(mm) WORK ELIGIBLE ADULT WITHOUT DEPEND-17

ENT CHILDREN.—The term ‘work eligible adult without 18

dependent children’ means an individual who—19

‘‘(1) is an able-bodied work eligible individual; 20

and 21

‘‘(2) is not a family head or the married spouse 22

of a family head. 23

‘‘(nn) WORK ELIGIBLE MARRIED COUPLE FAMILY 24

WITH DEPENDENT CHILDREN.—The term ‘work eligible 25
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married couple family with dependent children’ means a 1

married couple with dependent children which contains at 2

least one work eligible adult able-bodied adult who is—3

‘‘(1) the family head; or 4

‘‘(2) the married spouse of the family head. 5

‘‘(oo) WORK ELIGIBLE SINGLE HEADED FAMILY 6

WITH DEPENDENT CHILDREN.—The term ‘work eligible 7

single headed family with dependent children’ means a sin-8

gle headed family with dependent children which has a 9

family head who is an able bodied work eligible adult.’’. 10

(c) CONDITIONS OF PARTICIPATION.—Section 6(d) of 11

the Food and Nutrition Act of 2008 (7 U.S.C. 2015(d)) 12

is amended to read as follows: 13

‘‘(d) CONDITIONS OF PARTICIPATION.—14

‘‘(1) WORK REQUIREMENTS.—15

‘‘(A) IN GENERAL.—No able-bodied work 16

eligible adult shall be eligible to participate in 17

the food stamp program if the individual—18

‘‘(i) refuses, at the time of application 19

and every 12 months thereafter, to register 20

for employment in a manner prescribed by 21

the Secretary; 22

‘‘(ii) refuses without good cause to ac-23

cept an offer of employment, at a site or 24

plant not subject to a strike or lockout at 25
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the time of the refusal, at a wage not less 1

than the higher of—2

‘‘(I) the applicable Federal or 3

State minimum wage; or 4

‘‘(II) 80 percent of the wage that 5

would have governed had the min-6

imum hourly rate under section 7

6(a)(1) of the Fair Labor Standards 8

Act of 1938 (29 U.S.C. 206 (a)(1)) 9

been applicable to the offer of employ-10

ment; 11

‘‘(iii) refuses without good cause to 12

provide a State agency with sufficient in-13

formation to allow the State agency to de-14

termine the employment status or the job 15

availability of the individual; or 16

‘‘(iv) voluntarily—17

‘‘(I) quits a job; or 18

‘‘(II) reduces work effort and, 19

after the reduction, the individual is 20

working less than 30 hours per week, 21

unless another adult in the same fam-22

ily unit increases employment at the 23

same time by an amount equal to the 24
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reduction in work effort by the first 1

adult. 2

‘‘(B) FAMILY UNIT INELIGIBILITY.—If an 3

able-bodied work eligible adult is ineligible to 4

participate in the food stamp program because 5

of subparagraph (A), then no other member of 6

the family unit to which that adult belongs shall 7

be eligible to participate. 8

‘‘(C) DURATION OF INELIGIBILITY.—An 9

able-bodied work eligible adults who becomes in-10

eligible under subparagraph (A), and members 11

of the family unit who become ineligible under 12

subparagraph (B), shall remain ineligible for 13

three months after the date at which they be-14

came ineligible. 15

‘‘(D) RESTORATION OF ELIGIBILITY.—At 16

the end of three months of ineligibility under 17

subsection (c), members of a work eligible fam-18

ily unit may have their eligibility to participate 19

in the food stamp program restored, if—20

‘‘(i) the family unit is no longer a 21

work eligible family unit; or 22

‘‘(ii) the adult members of the family 23

unit begin and maintain any combination 24

of paid employment and work activation 25
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sufficient to meet the appropriate stand-1

ards for resumption of benefits in section 2

29(c)(2). 3

‘‘(2) STRIKE AGAINST A GOVERNMENT.—For 4

the purpose of subparagraph (A)(iv), an employee of 5

the Federal Government, a State, or a political sub-6

division of a State, who is dismissed for partici-7

pating in a strike against the Federal Government, 8

the State, or the political subdivision of the State 9

shall be considered to have voluntarily quit without 10

good cause. 11

‘‘(3) STRIKING WORKERS INELIGIBLE.—Not-12

withstanding any other provision of law, no member 13

of a family unit shall participate in the food stamp 14

program at any time that any able-bodied work eligi-15

ble adult member of such household is on strike as 16

defined in the Labor Management Relations Act, 17

1947 (29 U.S.C. 142(2)), because of a labor dispute 18

(other than a lockout) as defined in section 2(9) of 19

the National Labor Relations Act (29 U.S.C. 20

152(9)): Provided, That a family unit shall not lose 21

its eligibility to participate in the food stamp pro-22

gram as a result of one of its members going on 23

strike if the household was eligible immediately prior 24

to such strike, however, such family unit shall not 25
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receive an increased allotment as the result of a de-1

crease in the income of the striking member or 2

members of the household: Provided further, That 3

such ineligibility shall not apply to any family unit 4

that does not contain a member on strike, if any of 5

its members refuses to accept employment at a plant 6

or site because of a strike or lockout.’’. 7

(d) TERMINATION OF FUNDING.—Section 6 of the 8

Food and Nutrition Act of 2008 (7 U.S.C. 2015) is 9

amended by striking subsection (h). 10

(e) ELIGIBILITY OF STUDENTS WITH DEPENDENT 11

CHILDREN.—Section 6(e)(8) of the Food and Nutrition 12

Act of 2008 (7 U.S.C. 2015(e)(8)) is amended to read 13

as follows: 14

‘‘(8) is enrolled full-time in an institution of 15

higher education, as determined by the institution, 16

and—17

‘‘(A) is a single parent with responsibility 18

for the care of a dependent child under 12 19

years of age; or 20

‘‘(B) is a family head or married spouse of 21

a family head in a married couple family with 22

dependent children and has a dependent child 23

under age 12 residing in the home.’’. 24
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(f) WORK REQUIREMENT.—Section 6(o) of the Food 1

and Nutrition Act of 2008 (7 U.S.C. 2015(o)) is amended 2

to read as follows: 3

‘‘(o) FULFILLMENT OF EMPLOYMENT AND WORK 4

ACTIVATION REQUIREMENTS.—5

‘‘(1) IN GENERAL.—If an adult or adults within 6

a work eligible family unit are required by the State 7

agency to participate in work activation under sec-8

tion 29, no member of the family unit shall be eligi-9

ble for food stamp benefits unless the employment 10

and work activation standards for the family unit 11

are fulfilled. 12

‘‘(2) SANCTIONS AND RESUMPTION OF BENE-13

FITS.—If an adult or adults within a work eligible 14

family unit who are required by the State agency to 15

participate in work activation under section 29 dur-16

ing a given month, fail to fulfill the work activation 17

standards, benefits for all members of the family 18

unit will be terminated in accordance with section 19

29(c)(1) and may be resumed upon compliance with 20

the provisions of section 29(c)(2).’’. 21

(g) EXCLUSION.—Section 6 of the Food and Nutri-22

tion Act of 2008 (7 U.S.C. 2015) is amended by adding 23

at the end the following: 24
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‘‘(r) MINOR CHILDREN.—No child less than age 18 1

years of age may participate in the food stamp program 2

unless that child is a member of a family with dependent 3

children and resides with an adult who is—4

‘‘(1) the family head of the same family of 5

which the child is also a member; 6

‘‘(2) eligible to participate, and is participating, 7

in the food stamp program as a member of the same 8

household as the child; and 9

‘‘(3) lawfully residing, and is eligible to work, in 10

the United States.’’. 11

(h) HEARING AND DETERMINATION.—Section 12

11(e)(10) of the Food and Nutrition Act of 2008 (7 13

U.S.C. 2020(e)(10)) is amended by striking ‘‘: Provided’’ 14

and all that follows through ‘‘hearing;’’, and inserting a 15

semicolon. 16

(i) WORK REQUIREMENTS AND ACTIVATION PRO-17

GRAM.—The Food and Nutrition Act of 2008 (7 U.S.C. 18

2011 et seq.) is amended by adding at the end the fol-19

lowing: 20

‘‘SEC. 29. WORK REQUIREMENTS AND ACTIVATION PRO-21

GRAM. 22

‘‘(a) EMPLOYMENT AND WORK ACTIVATION STAND-23

ARDS.—Family units with adult members that are re-24

quired to participate in work activation under section 25
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29(b) during a full month of participation in the food 1

stamp program shall be expected to fulfill the following 2

levels of work activity during that month: 3

‘‘(1) Each able-bodied work eligible adult with-4

out dependent children shall be required to perform 5

work activities for at least 60 hours per month. 6

‘‘(2) Each family head of a work eligible single-7

headed family with dependent children shall be re-8

quired to perform work activities for at least 120 9

hours per month. 10

‘‘(3) In each work eligible married couple family 11

with dependent children, the family head and mar-12

ried spouse shall be required to perform work activi-13

ties which when added together for the two adults 14

equal at least 120 hours per month: Provided, That 15

the 120 hour requirement shall be a single joint obli-16

gation for the married couple as a whole in which 17

the activities of both married partners shall be com-18

bined together and counted jointly. 19

‘‘(A) For purposes of meeting this require-20

ment the paid employment and work activation 21

of the family head shall be added to the paid 22

employment and work activation of the married 23

spouse, and the requirement shall be fulfilled as 24

long as the sum of the work activities of the 25
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two individuals when added together equals or 1

exceeds 120 hours per month. 2

‘‘(B) The work requirement for married 3

couple with dependent children may be fulfilled 4

by—5

‘‘(i) 120 or more hours of work activ-6

ity by the family head; 7

‘‘(ii) 120 or more hours of work ac-8

tivities by the married spouse; or 9

‘‘(ii) the combined work activities of 10

the family head and married spouse which 11

when added together equal or exceed 120 12

hours. 13

‘‘(C) Neither the family head nor the mar-14

ried spouse in a married couple with dependent 15

children shall be subject to a separate work ac-16

tivation requirement as individuals. 17

‘‘(b) PRO RATA REDUCTION IN EMPLOYMENT AND 18

WORK ACTIVATION STANDARD DURING A PARTIAL 19

MONTH.—20

‘‘(1) A work eligible family unit shall be subject 21

to a pro-rated work activity standard, if the family 22

unit—23
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‘‘(A) receives a pro-rated monthly allot-1

ment during the initial month of enrollment 2

under section 8(c); and 3

‘‘(B) is required by the State to participate 4

in the work activation program during that 5

month. 6

‘‘(2) The pro-rated work activity standard shall 7

be a number of hours of work activity having a value 8

which bears the same ratio to the employment and 9

work activation requirement for that family unit for 10

a full month under subsection (a) as the ratio of the 11

pro-rated monthly allotment received by the house-12

hold for the partial month under section 8(c) bears 13

to the full allotment the same household would re-14

ceive for a complete month. 15

‘‘(3) For purposes of fulfilling the pro-rated 16

work activity requirement during an initial month of 17

enrollment in the food stamp program, only those 18

hours of adult work activity which occurred during 19

the portion of the month in which the family unit 20

was participating in the food stamp program shall 21

be counted. 22

‘‘(c) SANCTION FOR NONCOMPLIANCE.—23

‘‘(1) IN GENERAL.—If a member or members of 24

a work eligible family unit are required to partici-25
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pate in the work activation program under sub-1

section (e) in a given calendar month and the indi-2

vidual or individuals fail to fulfill the work activity 3

standard under subsection (a) or (b) for that month, 4

then no member of the family unit shall be eligible 5

to receive food stamp benefits during the subsequent 6

calendar month. 7

‘‘(A) ADMINISTRATION OF SANCTION.—If 8

a member or members of a work eligible family 9

unit is required to participate in the work acti-10

vation program under subsection (e) in a given 11

calendar month and the individual or individ-12

uals fail to fulfill the work activity standard for 13

that month, then the State agency must elimi-14

nate the food stamp benefit payment for all 15

members of the family unit that otherwise 16

would have been issued at the beginning of the 17

next month except as provided in subparagraph 18

(B). 19

‘‘(B) ADMINISTRATIVE DELAY OF SANC-20

TION.—If it is administratively infeasible for 21

the State to eliminate the food stamp benefit 22

that would be issued at the beginning of the 23

first month after the month of noncompliance, 24

then the State must eliminate the payment to 25
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all members of the family unit that otherwise 1

would have been made at the beginning of the 2

second month after the month of noncompli-3

ance: Provided, That the sanction of benefits 4

must occur no later than 32 days after the end 5

of the month of noncompliance, and: Provided 6

further, That at least one monthly payment to 7

all members of the family unit must be elimi-8

nated for each month of noncompliance under 9

paragraph (1). 10

‘‘(2) RESUMPTION OF BENEFITS AFTER SANC-11

TION.—12

‘‘(A) IN GENERAL.—If a family unit has 13

had its monthly benefit eliminated due to non-14

compliance with a work activity requirement 15

under subsection (b) then the family unit shall 16

not be eligible to receive future benefits under 17

the food stamp program, until——18

‘‘(i) the work eligible member or mem-19

bers of the family unit have participated in 20

the work activation program under sub-21

section (e) for four consecutive subsequent 22

weeks and fulfilled the work activity stand-23

ard for the family unit for that same four 24

week period; or 25
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‘‘(ii) the family unit no longer con-1

tains any able bodied work eligible adults. 2

‘‘(B) LIMITATION.—The resumed benefits 3

cannot restore or compensate for the benefits 4

that were eliminated due to the sanction im-5

posed in subsection (c)(1). 6

‘‘(d) WORK ACTIVATION IS NOT EMPLOYMENT.—7

Participation in work activation activities under this sec-8

tion shall not be deemed employment and shall not be sub-9

ject to any law pertaining to wages, compensation, hours, 10

or conditions of employment under any law administered 11

by the Department of Labor. 12

‘‘(e) WORK ACTIVATION PROGRAM.—13

‘‘(1) PROGRAM.—States will run a work activa-14

tion program. 15

‘‘(2) PURPOSE.—The goal of the program shall 16

be to increase the employment of work eligible able-17

bodied adult food stamp recipients.

the Federal food stamp funding provided to the 20

State in a subsequent penalty month will be reduced 21

as follows: Provided, That, the month in which the 22

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designated the non-performance month, and: Pro-1

vided further, That the month in which the State is 2

penalized shall be designated the penalty month: 3

‘‘(A) The penalty month shall be no later 4

than four months after the non-performance 5

month.

TITLE V—GRANTS TO PROMOTE 21

SELF-SUFFICIENCY 22

SEC. 501. GRANTS TO STATES. 23

(a) PURPOSE.—The purpose of this title is to encour-24

age States to develop policies to promote self-sufficiency 25
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and prosperity and to reduce poverty and government de-1

pendence. 2

(b) GRANTS.—The Social Security Act is amended by 3

adding at the end the following: 4

‘‘TITLE XXII—GRANTS TO STATES 5

TO PROMOTE SELF-SUFFI-6

CIENCY AND PROSPERITY 7

AND TO REDUCE DEPEND-8

ENCE 9

‘‘SEC. 2201. GRANTS TO STATES. 10

‘‘(a) IN GENERAL.—The Secretary may provide 11

grants to States to reward reductions in poverty and gov-12

ernment dependence and increases in self-sufficiency. 13

‘‘(b) ALLOCATION OF GRANTS TO STATES.—For each 14

fiscal year for which funds are made available under sub-15

section (e), the Secretary shall make a grant in an amount 16

equal to $100,000,000 to each of the 3 States with the 17

greatest percentage increases in the self-sufficiency ratio 18

of the State for the preceding fiscal year over the self-19

sufficiency ratio of the State for fiscal year 2007, as com-20

pared with the changes in that ratio for each other State, 21

subject to subsection (c). 22

‘‘(c) LIMITATION ON ELIGIBILITY FOR GRANTS.—A 23

State shall not be eligible for a grant under this title for 24

a fiscal year unless the self-sufficiency ratio of the State 25
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for the fiscal year is greater than the self-sufficiency ratio 1

of the State for fiscal year 2007. 2

‘‘(d) DEFINITIONS.—In this title: 3

‘‘(1) The term ‘self-sufficient family’ means a 4

family (including a 1-person family) whose combined 5

income, excluding receipt of means-tested welfare 6

spending (as defined in section 3(11)(A) of the Con-7

gressional Budget and Impoundment Control Act of 8

1974), exceeds the poverty line (within the meaning 9

of section 673(2) of the Omnibus Budget Reconcili-10

ation Act of 1981, including any revision required by 11

such section applicable to a family of the size in-12

volved). 13

‘‘(2) The term ‘self-sufficiency ratio’ means, 14

with respect to a State and a fiscal year—15

‘‘(A) the number of self-sufficient families 16

residing in the State during the fiscal year that 17

are headed by able-bodied individuals who have 18

not attained 63 years of age; divided by 19

‘‘(B) the total number of families residing 20

in the State during the fiscal year that are 21

headed by able-bodied individuals who have not 22

attained 63 years of age. 23

‘‘(3) The term ‘State’ means the 50 States and 24

the District of Columbia. 25
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‘‘(e) LIMITATIONS ON AUTHORIZATION OF APPRO-1

PRIATIONS.—For grants under this title, there are author-2

ized to be appropriated to the Secretary $300,000,000 for 3

fiscal year 2012 and each succeeding fiscal year.’’. 4

TITLE VI—PROHIBITION ON 5

FUNDING OF ABORTION 6

SEC. 601. PROHIBITION ON FUNDING FOR ABORTIONS. 7

No funds authorized or appropriated by Federal law, 8

and none of the funds in any trust fund to which funds 9

are authorized or appropriated by Federal law, shall be 10

expended for any abortion. 11

SEC. 602. PROHIBITION ON FUNDING FOR HEALTH BENE-12

FITS PLANS THAT COVER ABORTION. 13

None of the funds authorized or appropriated by Fed-14

eral law, and none of the funds in any trust fund to which 15

funds are authorized or appropriated by Federal law, shall 16

be expended for health benefits coverage that includes cov-17

erage of abortion. 18

SEC. 603. PROHIBITION ON TAX BENEFITS RELATING TO 19

ABORTION. 20

For taxable years beginning after the date of the en-21

actment of this section, no credit shall be allowed under 22

the internal revenue laws with respect to amounts paid 23

or incurred for an abortion or with respect to amounts 24
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paid or incurred for a health benefits plan (including pre-1

mium assistance) that includes coverage of abortion. 2

SEC. 604. CONSTRUCTION RELATING TO SEPARATE COV-3

ERAGE. 4

Nothing in this title shall be construed as prohibiting 5

any individual, entity, or State or locality from purchasing 6

separate abortion coverage or health benefits coverage 7

that includes abortion so long as such coverage is paid 8

for entirely using only funds not authorized or appro-9

priated by Federal law and such coverage shall not be pur-10

chased using matching funds required for a federally sub-11

sidized program, including a State’s or locality’s contribu-12

tion of Medicaid matching funds. 13

SEC. 605. CONSTRUCTION RELATING TO THE USE OF NON-14

FEDERAL FUNDS FOR HEALTH COVERAGE. 15

Nothing in this title shall be construed as restricting 16

the ability of any non-Federal health benefits coverage 17

provider from offering abortion coverage, or the ability of 18

a State or locality to contract separately with such a pro-19

vider for such coverage, so long as only funds not author-20

ized or appropriated by Federal law are used and such 21

coverage shall not be purchased using matching funds re-22

quired for a federally subsidized program, including a 23

State’s or locality’s contribution of Medicaid matching 24

funds. 25
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SEC. 606. TREATMENT OF ABORTIONS RELATED TO RAPE, 1

INCEST, OR PRESERVING THE LIFE OF THE 2

MOTHER. 3

The limitations established in this title shall not apply 4

to an abortion—5

(1) if the pregnancy is the result of an act of 6

rape or incest; or 7

(2) in the case where a woman suffers from a 8

physical disorder, physical injury, or physical illness 9

that would, as certified by a physician, place the 10

woman in danger of death unless an abortion is per-11

formed, including a life-endangering physical condi-12

tion caused by or arising from the pregnancy itself.13
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
